S* LOUIS, Aug. 4.—This 
year the Moon Motor Car 
Company of St. Louis is cele- 
brating its twenty years of 
manufacturing activity. By 
way of emphasizing the point, 
it is bringing out the Jubilee 
Moon 6-60 model, a car with a 
110-inch wheelbase and in 
three body models. Standard 
coach, standard roadster and 
standard phaeton,, all five 
passénger models, are priced 
at $995 f. o. b. St. Louis. 

In the announcements of the 
company the new car is referred 
to ews a “Euro- 
pean - American” 
type. The engine 
is the result of 
two years’ study 
by Moon engi- 
neers, both here 
and abroad. Ex- 
amination dis- 
closes that the 
engine is a six- 
cylinder job, of 
light weight, 
smail and com- 
pact. It has a bore and stroke of 
2%x4%, giving a brake horse 
power of 47.5 at 2,600 r. p. m. 

The engine gives a torque peak 
of 117 feot pounds at 850 r, p. m: 
The torque characteristics ...are 
such that extremely godd fiexibil- 
ity is obtained. A six-cylinder mo- 
tor, of course, gives much better 
flexibility than a four. In addition 
to this, the very flat torque curve 
resulting from the methods of 
manifolding gives practically even 
torque from low to high speeds. 
The torque at the horse power 
peak is only 22.5 per cent. lower 
than at the torque peak.
